40 Syrians killed, 
wounded in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Nov. 21 (Agencies) 
— A mysterious explosion killed 
or wounded 40 Syrian troops 
near the Lebanese summer re- 
sort town of Aley, 12 miles east 
of Beirut, Tuesday, the right- 
wing “Voice of Lebanon" radio 
station reported. 

The broadcast quoted eye- 
witnesses as saying the blast 
ripped up a military bus carry- 
ing SO Syrian soldiers at Aley’s 
main roundabout on the Dam- 
ascus- Beirut highway exactly at 
sundown. The explosion sH the 
bus and an escorting military 
truck on fire. Ambulances rac- 
ed to the scene, which was cor- 
doned off by other Syrian 
troops serving with the Arab 
Deterrent Force. 

The cause erf the blast could 
not be immediately determined. 
But (me unconfirmed report 
said a booby-trapped car park 
ed at rhe Aley roundabout went 
off just as the Syrian bus ne- 
gotiated the band in Beirut’s 
direction from Damascus, the 
radio added.

ANKARA, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
Turkey officially asked Greece 
Tuesday to release six Turkish 
fishermen sentenced to IS mon- 
ths in prison each by a Greek 
court, the foreign ministry an- 
nounced.

In ferry hijack case 

Attorneys question 
500 Turkish leftists 


ISTANBUL. Nov. 21 (AP) 
— Nine state attorneys have 
begun the grueling task of 
questioning about 500 suspec- 
ted members of a Maoist 
group to determine die iden- 
tities of 10 gunmen who hijac- 
ked a uransrcontineotal ferry 
with 750 passengers aboard. 

In Ankara, the Turkish ca- 
pital, Interior Minister Irfan 
Ozaydinli vowed that the go- 
vernment “will not tolerate il- 
legal acts of political hooliga- 
nism.” 

“The state security forces 
are determined to effectively 
crush similar acts,” the for- 
mer air force genera] said in 
a statement. 

The flwo-hour hijacking of 
the state-owned “Uskudar,” 
serving points on both Asian 
and European sides of the 
Bosporus straits, began when 
the Maoist youths boarded the 
ship at Karakoy, Istanbul’s 
busiest sector on the Euro- 
pean side. 

Police sources said a 10- 
man group entered the cap- 
tain's cabin and ordered him 
at gunpoint to sail the ship 
into the Marmara Sea. 

The sources said the youths 
apparently had derided to take 
over the ferry after they were 


a mile away from the landing 
-poinft. 

Aziz Cdak, a university, 
student and his companion 
were shot and killed by un- 
identified assassins in a shop- 
ping center Friday night. 

The youths trying to claim 
the bodies of their comrades 
exchanged pistol fire with riot 
police and para -military troops 
after they were turned away 
from the morgue. There were 
no reports of injuries but po- 
lice made 2D arrests. 

After maneuvering la the 
landlocked Marmara Sea, the 
hijackers ordered the skipper 
to criss-cross between landing 
Stations along both banks of 
the steaks. 

Two gunboats were sent to

Tukani, a saxophonist and 
drummer, met his wife while 
performing cabaret under the 
nam e of Papa Bizza in Tel 
Aviv last year, the “Mail” re- 
ported. 

They married in March this 
year.

“1 kept 
promising but never did any- 
thing about it,” Tukani tokl the 
newspaper. 

“Then my wife told me they 
(the parents) were urging me to 
leave her because I was black,” 
he said. “Finally, somebody, 
went to the police with the 
hashish story. I was kept in 
prison until my deportation 
and never allowed into court 
to challenge the allegation.”

Sri Lanka premier reports 

Three missing from pilgrim crash 


COLOMBO. Nov. 21 (AP) 
— Sri Lanka Prime Minister 
Ranasingbe Premadasa says 
that officials have not accoun- 
ted for at least three of 262 
persons on board the Loftlei- 
der Icelandic Airways flight 
which crashed here Wednesday. 

He said 80 passengers had 
survived, but some were still 
in a critical condition. 

“As far as I know the plane 
carried 249 passengens and 13 
flight crew. So far about 259 
persons have been accounted 
for including 80 survivors, some 
of whom are in a critical con- 
dition in hospital. A search for 
the remaining persons is con- 


tinuing," he told parliament.

Pretoria claims capture

JOHANNESBURG. Nov. 21 
‘ (AP) — Justice, Police and 
Prisons Minister Jimmy Kruger 
says' 23 Mack South African 
“terrorists" were captured re- 
cently.

UNESCO compromise issued 


PARIS, Nov. 21 (AP) — 
UN ESCO Director - General 
Amadou Mahtar M’Bow for- 
mally issued a compromise 
draft declaration here Tuesday 
that satisfies many objections 
that it would allow government 
control of the mass media. 

Despite some remaining hesi- 
tations from at least two Wes- 
tern European and some deve- 
loping countries, UNESCO offi- 
cials said M'Bow was confident 
his compromise would gain a 
consensus. 

“It is settled now." said Mrs. 
Jadwiga Pastecka, a Polish 
delegate who has been involved 
in the negotiations. 

The final draft, scheduled for 
a quick vote Wednesday, con- 
tains no references to govern- 
ment involvement and seeks to 
protect foreign correspondents' 
right of access to news sources. 
It also affirms the need for a 
totally free flow of informa- 
tion worldwide, and urges that 
imbalances in the Clow of in- 
ternational news between the 
industrialized and developing 
worlds be redressed through 


practical measures and not gov- 
ernment control.

Police set up road blocks 
around Basauri and nobody 
was allowed in or out of the 
suburb during ihe service. 

Journalists were not permit- 
ted io attend the funeral inside 
the barracks. 

■Last month, several hundred 
policemen staged a brief, re- 
bellion inside Basauri barracks 
before and after the funeral of 
two other officers killed by the 
Basque terrorist organization 
ETA. 

There was no immediate sign 
of trouble in the ranks Tues- 
day, although policemen guard- 
ing the barracks looked extre- 
mely nervous and constantly 
fingered their sub-machine guns. 

Eleven policemen were in- 
jured in Monday's shooting 
during a barracks soccer game. 

Police patrols were so agita- 
ted after the attack that they 
fired warning shots into the air, 
according to eyewitnesses.

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INFANTILE TENDENCIES 


Despite the respite from street fighting in Iran over the 
past few days none of the problems that provoked the Hots has 
been solved and the break between the Shah and his govern- 
ment, and the loose opposition remains near-complete. The 
-Shah and the General Azhaxi government are striving to win 
concessions from the opposition but opposition leaders remain 
determined 10 settle for nothing less toan toppling the regime. 


The military government finds itself in a race against 
time. If it were to stand any chance of success it must use the 
prevailing relative calm to take the steps necessary to uproot 
the reasons for the public grievances or find itself engulfed 
in another round of street fighting which will drain its powers 
and paralyze its ability to achieve reform. Gen. Azhari is 
already preparing laws to tackle the corruption epidemic and 
to force people in self-exile to return home under the threat of 
losing their property. He has also pledged himself to give 
way for a civilian and democratic government once his work 
of restoring law and order is completed. 


The opposition may be justified in looking askance at 
the mib'tary government and any measures designed by the 
Shah since he is at the core of its grievances. But the opposi- 
tion is taking such an extremist attitude as to cause anxiety 
over the future of the country and the well-being of the Iranian 
people. Imam Khomeini is determined to bring down the 
Shah while Imam Shariatmadari threatens that “not two stones 
will be left on top of one another” unless the Shah accepts the 
formation of a nationalist (opposition) government. 


Such extremism augurs poorly for the future. It smacks 
of the Lebanese hysteria which has nearly destroyed that 
euuntry. The Iranians themselves have been drawing parallels 
with the Lebanese situation. Is that what they want for their 
country? Needless to say that they want well, but the way 
they are going about jt has been tested and confirmed as wrong. 


The opposition will do well to remember that its only 
rallying point is the Shah himself and that should he bow 
out or be removed, it will be quickly engulfed in a dangerous 
power struggle in which the small leftist opposition will be 
seeking ways to circumvent the dominance of the religious 
leaders. The leftists realize that they stand no chance of 
ever coming to power against the religious leaders who enjoy 
the support of the overwhelming majority of the population. 


The leftist opposition is already sowing the seeds of 
trouble in the whole area. It is complaining that “revolution- 
ary" Iraq has not supported it and that after the Shah gov- 
ernment will be the turn of other “reactionary’' governments 
m the Gulf. The strange thing about this logic is that the 
leftist opposition is complaining that the neigh boring Arabs 
have failed to interfere in the domestic affairs of Iran. The 
complaint is usually of other people interfering not splitting 
their bottoms sitting on the fence to avoid involvement. But 
the Iranian opposition continues to betray some of the infantile 
tendencies that did it in during the early fifties.

In contrast to the United 
States, where President Jim- 
my Carter has moved to res- 
trict the use of plutonium, 
die Soviet Union is develop- 
ing it as a nuclear fuel! to ge- 
nerate electricity. 

The Soviets are in the midst 
of a construction program that 
in two years wifi find them 
generating 720,000 kilowatts 
of electricity from the two 
largest plutonium breeders in 
the worid. 

If no unfocseea difficulties 
are encountered in these two 
plants, uhe Soviets plan to 
man construction in 1983 of 
a third breeder that wiR more 
than double their breeder- 
produced electric capacity. 

The Untied States does not 
operate a breeder electric piani 
and lyis no firm plan* O} build 
one. Carter ordered a hah (o 
the proposed Clinch River, 
Team, bleeder reactor, which 
would have produced 500,000 
kikwaUs of power, to find an 
alternate nuclear process that 
does not breed plutonium. 

Pluto ilium breeder reactors 
produce their own source of 
fuel and do not rely on what 
many view as a diminishing 
supply of uranium. Critics of 
the process complain that the 
reactors also produce pluto- 
nium, which can be used to 
make nuclear weapons.

The Carter administration 
takes the optimistic view that 
there a as much as 4 million 
tons of) exfcraatabfce uranium 
in die United States. The Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences 
believes the United States can 
hope to mine only one third 
shat much. 

The Soviet Union does not 
advertise the size of it a ura- 
toium reserves, except to point 
out that they are no limitless. 
The Soviets already import 
(raw uranium ore from East 
■Germany, Poland and Cze- 
choslovakia. 

White dearly ahead of the 
rest of the world in engineer- 
ing dearie pfemts to burn plu- 
tonium, the Soviets have had 
(their share of trouble getting 
there.

Intrigues in Eritrea

NEAR ASMARA — 
Last-minute preparations are 
now being made for the second 
round of Ethiopia's campaign 
to 'crush the Eritrean guerrillas' 
17-year war for independence 
amid charges by guerrilla lead- 
ers that the Soviet Union and 
Cuba are deepening their in- 
volvement in the fighting. 

After a two month lull in the 
war. Ethiopian forces are now 
mobilizing for renewed at- 
tempts to take positions held by 
the Eritrean People's Liberation 
From (EPLF) along the key 
highway linking the inland 
cities of Asmara and Decamare 
with the Red Sea port of Mas- 
sawa. An Ethiopian at- 
tack is also expected from Ara- 
ms ra and Agordat against 
EPLF-held city of Keren. 

EPLF leaders charge the 
Russian and Cuban military 
personnel are involved in the 
Ethiopian offensive at every 
level except frontline infantry 
operations and a massive mobi- 
lization is taking place in EPLF 
areas to counter the Ethiopian 
buildup. 

Thousnds of Cuban-trained 
Ethiopian troops have been air- 
lifted to the government-held 
cities of Asmara and Massawa 
for the new offensive which is 
expected to begin this week. 
Large quantities of Soviet hea- 
vy arms and equipment, in- 
cluding napalm bombs and che- 
mical defoliants similar to those 
used by the United States in 
Vietnam, are reported to have 
been stockpiled for the assault- 
One European source said 
that defoliation operations bad 
already begun along the road 
in advance of the attack. The 
chemical spraying was being 
done by Soviet-piloted aircraft, 
because Ethiopian pilots had 
resisted using the new weapons. 

A recent visit to this area 
showed that the road had been 
stripped clean of trees by die 
Ethiopian army last year, but 
that large citrus orchards re- 
mained. This suggests that the 
purpose of the defoliants is to 
destroy food supplies in the, 


guerrilla-held areas. 

After the bloodiest three 
months of fighting in the his- 
tory of the politically compli- 
cated Eritrean war, issayas 
Afewerki, the EPLF assistant 
general secretary, spoke bitterly 
about the increasing Soviet and 
Cuban intervention. 

‘‘The Russians arc command- 
ing the battles," he said. “There 
i$ nothing to hide now. Their 
direct participation in this war 
is known to everybody here.” 
At its semi-annual meeting 
last month the EPLF Central 
Commutes for the first time 
criticized the Soviet and Cuban 
role in Eritrea and called upon 
them to “correct their stand” 
and get out of the war. 

EPLF leaders, however, stop. 
ped short of an oitfrigbi con- 
demnation of their former 
Communist supporters, while 
continuing to denounce “U.S. 
imperialism” for its past and 
present role in the conflict. 

The Soviet and Cuban pre- 
sence in Ethiopia and in Eri- 
trea has built up steadily since 
March last year, when the rul- 
ing Ethiopian military regime, 
the Dergue, ousted the last of 
the U-S. and Israeli advisors 
who had spent 25 years aiming 
and training the fuedal army of 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Throughout the earlier sta- 
ges of the war. Moscow vehe- 
mently condemned Ethiopia's 
designs on Eritrea — a former 
Italian colony which was fede- 
rated to Ethiopia in 1952 and 
annexed a decade later — and 
Cubans trained Eritrean guer- 
rillas in the 1960s. 

After the left-wing revolution 
in Ethiopia in 1974, Eritrea's 
allies abruptly changed rides. 

Soviet and Cuban personnel 
are manning the heavy Soviet 
artillery, planning the tactics 
and strategy of the campaign, 
and taking responsibility for 
logistics and communications, 
according to Issayas Afewerki.

Food of Iran

JEDDAH Iranian food has certain simikrjties with 
Arab tood, jus; as the Iranian language Farsi has certain 
similarities wafa Arabic. However, they are also two quite 
separate and different things. 

“HaJc shoma chetowre?” asks the Iranian. Translated 
literally it means ‘The health of you how is it?’' But an Arab 
asks, “Kief balak?" — “How (is; your heakh?" The word for 
health is the same; the meaning is the same: but the rest is 
totally different. 

So it is with she food In Iran you can find rice dishes 
with lamb looking very like the ones you caD find in an Arab 
country. But it castes different because of different spices, and 
ibe occasional sweet things mixed with the Persian rice. 

Kebabs are as popular in Iran as anywhere in the Arab 
world, but they spice them with dried pomegranate seed and 
other different spioes and often dip the pieces of meat in 
raw egg. 

Of course, there are also dishes that are totally Iranian 
such as JFesenjan, a great favorite of mine. Many large walnut 
trees grow in the mountains of Iran, and this dish a saur** 
made from the walnuts. It has an unusual, delicious taste 
worthy of the effort of making it for an impressive party dish. 

And I must not forget to mention that wonderful Iranian 
caviar from the Caspian Sea — (food for a rich man's table but 
worth >he expense to try it once! 

A LB ALU POLO 

1 cup rice 

Salt 

Boiling water 

Knob of -buuer 

2 cups cherries (canned cherries can be used) 

I cup sugar 

1 cup water 

Soak the rioe overnight m warm water. Drain and tip 
into a pan of boiling salted water. Cook for IS minutes or 
until just tender, then drain and put in a dish.

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Old medicines 
for new cures 

BANGKOK — Thai pharma- 
cists and chemists are reviving 
some ancient medical prac- 
tices and experimenting with 
local herbs seeking cures for 
diseases like leukemia and 
cancer. 

The research is similar to 
that being done elsewhere m 
the Third World, where earlier 
medical techniques were ig- 
nored with the influx of Wes- 
tern cures. 

Traditional medicine in 
Thailand and elsewhere in 
Asia includes powdered ani- 
mal horns, intestines of snakes 
and other animals and strange 
concoctions that are generally 
believed to give psychological 
relief, if nothing else. 

Qualified medical specialists 
here now cl aim that some tra- 
ditional medioines, especially 
herbal ones, are curing such 
ailments as ‘ sinus congestions, 
stomach ulcers, hypertensions, 
drug addiction and diarrhea. 

In part the revival is based 
on economics. 

Thailand has long been a 
supplier of raw materials to 
industrialized countries, winch 
take the herbal extracts, com- 
bine them with chemical subs- 
tances and sell the finished 
product bade to Thailand at 
high prices.— (AP)

JEDDAH — The Deputy 
Mayor of Jeddah, Dr. Hassan 
Ha j rah, has recently been visit- 
ing some of the principal bo- 
tanical gardens in the United 
'Kingdom. He was especially 
interested in the Royal Bota- 
nical Gardens at Kew and its 
collection of cacti and succu- 
lent plants suitable for propa- 
gation here. Dr. Hajrah is no 
stranger to tbe world of plants 
because he was formerly Head 
of the Department of Biology 
at King Abdul Aziz University 
and he still retains a teaching 
post there. 

Kew Gardens has the finest 
collection of plants in the 
world. Its scientific identifica- 
tion and propagation of plants, 
over more than two centuries, 
has been ot the greatest help 
noL only to botanists but to 
lay enthusiasts who flock there 
in the summer from every con- 
tinent. One of Kew's many im- 
portant achievements was to 
begin the entire Malaysian rub- 
ber industry in the last century 
trom six rubber plants propa- 
gated from seed found in South 
American jungles. Now Malay- 
sia produces natural rubber tor 
three out of every five car tires 
in the world. (Captain Bligh's 
ship, the "Bounty,” was on a 
scientific expedition for Kew 
in the South Seas at the time 
of the famous Mutiny). Kew 
was a good place to go for ad- 
vice about growing plants in 
Jeddah. 

Two projects are to be deve- 
loped by Jeddah municipality 
collaborating with King Abdul 
Aziz University and the Insti- 
tute of Arid Land Studies. The 
first is a nursery which will be 
established in Jeddah early in 
1979 to propagate plant stocks 
and to receive plant gifts made 
to the new botanical gardens 
which is to be in the Khuzam 
Palace.

The second project will be 
tbe laying down of a desert 
park at Kilo 12 on the Mecca 
Road. 

Dr. Hajrah also visited tbe 
botanical gardens in Edinburgh, 
Dundee and Glasgow. At Glas- 
gow, the connection of the 
garden with the university was 
particularly significant for the 
plans which are proposed for 
Jeddah. Both at Kew and Edin- 
burgh, Dr. Hajrah discussed the 
collection and identification of 
plants from remote regions of 
Arabia. 


Before Dr. Hajrab's talks in 
Britain, a visit to Jeddab was 
made in July by a team of 
United Kingdom experts. These 
included the former Director 
of Kew Gardens, the ’ former 
curator of the Botanic Gardens 
in Edinburgh and a landscape 
architect with extensive expe- 
rience of the problems of ho- 
rticulture in the Middle East. 
The experts reported favorably 


on the prospects. Among their 
comments, they noted “Jeddah 
has a unique opportunity to 
establish a botanic garden 
which could become internatio- 
nally important. The botanic 
garden should be closely asso- 
ciated with the University to 
supply plant material for tea- 
ching and research purposes. It 
could also serve as a local and 
beautiful public park for the 
people of Jeddah." 

Once it is established, the 
garden will also be a training 
center for supervisors and gar- 
deners. It will educate not only 
students but also the , general 
public in the importance of 
plants in the ecology of Arabia 
and, no doubt, will encourage 
many citizens to become gar- 
deners themselves. Eventually, 
the garden will contain exam- 
ples of plants representing the 
vegetation of all the world. 
From the propagation of plants 
useful to man, tbe garden will 
assist in the evolution of agri- 
culture in the Kingdom. 

The Khuzam Palace will 
make an ideal exhibition and 
information center associated 
with the work of the garden. 
Pie visits of school parties will 
become a feature of local edu- 
cation. 

Brian Clouston and Partners, 
landscape architects, have been 


appointed to provide design 
and management services both 
for the Jeddah Botanical Gar- 
dens and the Desert Park. 

For the fortunate citizens of 
Jeddah, these will provide other 
recreational facilities and will 


offer a change from the usual 
“day at the beach.** 

Dr. Hajrah is now working 
on the master plan for this 
interesting and valuable scheme. 


On writing good 


WASHINGTON — Ernest 
L. Boyer, the US. Commissio- 
ner of Education, is teaching 
again for the first time in 20 
years. His mission: to give 
some of his employees a crash 
course in effective writing. 

"I’m delighted to see you 
and admire you for your bra- 
very,” the 50-year-old commis- 
sioner told his 27 students last 
week. 

Talking for 90 minutes on 
the poor quality of writing in 
the U.S. government, he told 
the class at one point tiuit 
language "should convey mean- 
ing, not obscure it.” 

Boyer, a speech pathologist, 
has been a college administra- 
tor most of his career. 

He asked bis students to 
hunt for specimens of poor 
writing in their own offices and 
bring them to the second and 
final 90- minute session this 
Thursday. 

Boyer, who will instruct three 
more groups during the next 
two months, read the class some 
cluttered tidbits from letters he 
has been asked to sign. 


They included this memo: 
"This workshop is part of an 
R'FP issued by IOC aimed at 
helping SEAS better serve 
LEAS with reference to the 
LEA-prime sponsor agreements 
called for under the YETP por- 
tion of YEDPA.” 

Boyer lamented, "A foreign 
language builds up in the 
bureaucracy.” 

Another memo referred to 
"the raw material we are in- 
putting.” In that instance tbe 
“raw material” meant students. 

“I don’t know if students are 
still raw if you boil them,” 
quipped Boyer, former chan- 
cellor of the State University 
of New York. “Gobbledygook,” 
he said, "reinforces citizens* 
opinions that government is 
faceless, nameless and without 
feelings.” 

“This leads to an erosion of 
credibility, and that's why peo- 
ple don't vote, v said Boyer. 

Bureaucratic writing seldom 
reveals the emotions of the au- 
thor and tends to be legalistic 
and wordy, he noted. — (AP) 


Winning the long war with smallpox

MOGADISHU— Ali Maow 

Maatin seems mystified by all 
the fuss, the endless questions 
from journalists, the photogra- 
phers and the TV cameramen 
asking him to pose for 
"shots.” 

“He can't work nut if he’s 
done something good nr bad," 
said a World Health Organiza- 
tion official. 

Ali, a 24-year-old hospital 
cook from the seaside town of 
Merka, 100 kilometers south 
of the Somali capital Moga- 
' dtshu, has not actually done 
anything. The considerable 
publicity he’s receiving arises 
from the fact that he's the last 
person anywhere in tbe world 
recorded as having had ende- 
mic smallpox. 

AH's case was recorded on 
October 26, 1977, and since 
then no other cases have been 
reported anywhere, despite an 
intensive surveillance program 
being carried out by WHO. 

WHO officials are now confi- 
dent that they have complete- 
ly eradicated the disease which 
caused .the deaths of millions 
over the entire known course 
of history. 

Smallpox is among the dis- 
eases known to have afflicted 
the human race since recorded 
time. The British scientist Ed- 
ward Jenner perfected a vac- 
cination technique against 
smallpox J50' years ago and 
he wrote at the time. “It now 
becomes clear that it will be 
possible one day to complete- 
ly eradicate the disease.” 


But It was not until 1967, 
whea smallpox was endemic >n 
33 countries and affecting one 
billion people, a quarter of 
the world's population, that 
WHO launched its eradication 
program. 

But even then Che cam- 
paign failed to make much 
headway. According to Dr 
Zdanek Jezek of Czechoslova- 
kia, who led the eradication 
program in Somalia after suc- 
cessfully wiping out the dis- 
ease in India, tbe wrong tech- 
nique was used for a long 
time. 

"Authorities believed that if 
they vaccfaated every person 
they would wipe out small- 
pox,’' he said, "but that 
was an impossible goal, parti- 
cularly in countries like India 
with hundreds of millions of 
people.” 

The eradication program be- 
gan to be effective when 
heahh authorities started us- 
ing the technique of pinpoint- 
ing an allpox outbreaks and 
vaccinating in a ring around 
them, so they could not spread. 

This technique en- 
abled smallpox io 
be eradicated on the Asian 
continent in the latter half of 
1977, but at that time out- 
breaks were still occurring in 
the Horn of Africa and the 
eradication program was con- 
centrated on Somalia. 

Between March and Octo- 
ber 1977 more than 3,000 ca- 
ses of smallpox were recorded 
in Somalia and the eradica- 
tion team had to pinpoint each 


outbreak and then vaccinate 
every known contact, or pos- 
sible .contact. 

This was no easy task For 
the 20 odd WHO officials -n 
Somalia since at least a third 
of the population of more 
than three million are nomads 
wandering over thousands of 
square kilometers of country 
in search of forage for their 
herds of camels, goats and 
donkeys. 

The WHO officials enlisted 
the help of more than 3,000- 
nomads and villagers who were 
given intensive courses in how 
to recognize smallpox and 
how to vaccinate against it. 

"We brought them into re- 
gional health centers in the 
night time to train them and 
sent them out to track down 
smallpox cases in the day- 
time," said Jezek. WHO also 
offered a reward of 200 Somali 
shillings (about S32) for each 
confirmed case of smallpox re- 
ported. 

Rough hand-drawn charts 
on the walls of hundreds of 
offices used as bases by mem- 
bers of the eradication team 
reflect the success of this pos- 
sibly unique program. 

The charts are headed 
“numbers of smallpox case s 
recorded” and tinder each 
month for the past year, a ze- 
ro has been recorded. 

Jezek says he has no doubts 

that the eradication program 
has been a complete success. 
"1 am so confident that we 
are finished with smallpox,” 
he said, “that I never intend 
to have another vaccination.*'

‘The tyranny of maids,” was

In a country where money 
abounds but maids are few, 
housewives and career women 
plot, maneuver and beg in a 
frantic search for servants. 

Iif a letter to a newspaper, 
one woman urged the govern- 
ment to set a limit on maids* 
wages. Otherwise, she said, 
thousands of women like her- 
self would no longer be able to 
afford domestic help. 

“The maids are sitting in the 
driver's seat, and they know 
it," said an official of the gov- 
ernment job-placement office. 

A maid earns from SI 75 to 
$250 a month. That is more 
than the annual income of some 
families in other Latin Ameri- 
can countries. It's also more 
than receptionists or store 
clerks earn in Venezuela. 

Fringe benefits 
Maids demand, and get, free 
weekends, television sets for 
their rooms if they live in, 
carfare to and from work if 
they live at home and other 
fringe benefits. 

Occasionally, they require 
that the families provide refe- 
rences from previous maids. 
Some maids will perform only 
certain duties, such as cooking 
and cleaning, requiring a house- 
wife to either hire another wo- 
man to help or do the remain- 
ing work herself. 

“Sometimes my maid doesn't 
show up for three days, but 
I accept whatever excuse she 
gives." said Yamile Eligoni, 
whose business career leaves 
little time for housekeeping. 
"Before, if a maid kept break- 
ing things or did not know how 
to answer the phone, I would 
let her go. Now, I keep quiet." 

Few Venezuelan women will 
accept work as maids, accord- 
ing to the government employ- 
ment office. Most household 
servants come from neighbor- 
ing Colombia, or from Ecuador, 
the Dominican Republic and 
Trinidad. 

The majority of foreign l 
maids enter the country ille- 
gally and expect their employ- 
ers to aid them in obtaining 
residency visas, say the autho- 
rities. — (ASP)

Venezuelans from “wasting 
their money on color television 
sets. 

It’s a monumental struggle 
pitting a government stub- 
bornly opposed to . wasteful 
consumer spending against a 
population with money tt> 
bum. And the people are dear- 
ly winning. 

“1 know one man who hat 
six color television sets in h 4 * 
home. That is enough to just- 
ly a revolution," said a wo- 
man reporter, in a tone more 
of envy than disgust. 

Imports of color models are 
hanned by the government of 
President Carlos Andres Pe- 
rez. To discourage smuggling, 
the government has modified 
TV transmissions to filter 'he 
color at the last stage. 

What good is a color TV 
if it can't receive color, right? 

Wrong. The government did 
not take into account that it 
was dealing with a determin- 
ed people. “Anti-filter” filters 
lo restore the color are selling 
briskly in Caracas at $150 
each, and the government re- 
cently estimated there may be 
as many as 500,000 color sets 
in the country. 

Cland estme 

Many are brought in clan- 
destinely by Venezuelan tou- 
rists returning from the Unit- 
ed States. If detected, the sets 
are confiscated. Other sets are 
slipped into the country by 
merchants who sell them on 
the black market. The retai- 
lers face heavy fines If caught. 

Despite admitting the exis- 
tence of half a million illegal 
models, the government has 
not given up the fight. It has 
assigned the Consumer Pro- 
tection Agency to look into 
Che sale of the so-called “anti- 
filters'* to determine if they 
also should be prohibited. Ads 
for the devices appear fre- 
quently in the newspapers. 

The Perez government is 
convinced that if given the 
opportunity, Venezuelans 
would trade in their black- 
and-white sets and boy color 
televisions, regardless of tie 
price. Officials fear that the 
importation of color sets 
would drain a huge chunk of 
foreign reserves. 

Local manufacturers of 
black-and-white sets have also 
expressed fear of a mad rush 
by Venezuelans to buy color 
models if tie ban is dropped. 
They say that they would 
need at least a year to prepare 
for color production and that 
in the meantime their black- 
and-white sales would plum- 
met as Venezuelans stampeded 
to buy color sets. 

Until Perez leaves office in 
March of next year, there is 
little likelihood of the ban 
lifted. 

Perez on ‘junk* 

During a recent press con- 
ference, when he was once 
again quizzed on whether he 
would permit sale of color TV 
models, Perez said: 

■ “Venezuelans, who today 
have great purchasing power, 
are already inclined to buy 
any junk that is advertised on 
television. Propaganda in color 
would only encourage their 
corrupting consumer habits 
and contribute to waste and 
inflation.'" 

But it is just a matter of 
time before color television 
arrives in force. in Venezuela, 
Perez noted, referring to pro- 
mises by the presidential can- 
didates of the two major par- 
ties to permit sale of color 
models if elected.- — IAP)

MINDEN, West Germany— 
A globe made of pieces of rail 
has decorated the front lawn of 
the Federal Railway Central 
Office in Minden for several 
weeks now. The steel sculpture 
is a gift from the Friedrich 
Krupp steel mills to the Ger- 
man Federal Railway and is in- 
tended to symbolize the close 
co-operation between the two 
enterprises. 

Of the approximately 200,000 
tons of rails produced annually 
in tbe Duisburg-Rheinhausen 
branch plant, the lion's share 
goes lo the government-run 
German Federal Railway. As 
much as it may seem so at first 
sight, the grid-like globe, 1.3 
meters in diameter (weighing 
275 kilograms) is not the pro- 
duct of a famous artist hired 
by Krupp. 

Technical apprentices at the 
Rbeinhausen plant artifully 
welded the globe together using : 
300 thin sections of rail. All 
of the usual rail profiles in the 
Krupp production are represen- 
ted. 

The apprentices were able to 
test their technical skills on an 
artistic design, out of the ordi- 
nary work in tbe way of test 
problems at the Krupp plants.

First black set to win England soccer cap 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (R>-

Viv Anderson is almost cer- 
tain to create soccer history 
at Wembley here on Nov. 29 
by becoming the first black 
player ro wear a full England 
shin. 

The talented full back, who 
plays for English league 
champion Nottingham Forest, 
was Tuesday named in mana- 
ger Ron Greenwood's squad of 
18 from which the team will 
be chosen for the friendly in- 
ternational against Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Anderson was born in Not- 
tingham 22 years ago — two 
years after his parents left 
Kingston. Jamaica — and join- 
id Forest's ground staff six 
years ago. 

Spider 

“Spider.” as Anderson is 
known to Forest fans has 
won admirers for both his de- 
fensive skills and exciting at- 
tacking Hair. He played for 
England against Italy as an 
under 21 last year and went 
on the England B team tour 
to the Far East earlier this 
year. 

Greenwood said: "Anderson 
made a great impression on 
the B team tour and I think 
his inclusion against the 
Czechs was more or less ex- 
pected. He is set to create a 
little bit of history and f am 
sure he can carry dt off. 


Robert Low adds: So swift 
has been the progress of 
black players in the English 
League that Anderson will 
almost certainly be joined by 
at least two more in the Eng- 
land side within a year. 

Anderson deserves his 
chance. He has proved his 
ability by his displays for 


Forest, which has now gone 
an astonishing 40 League ma- 
tches without defeat and is 
now bidding to lift this sea- 
son's European Cup. Although 
Anderson is a defender. he 
joints his attack whenever 
possible and has scored four 
goals thSs season, from long- 
range shots struck with awe- 


some power and accuracy 
from outside the penalty 
area.

Todays soc- 
cer stars are the children of 
the first generation of West 
Indian immigrants to Britain 
after World War H and they 
have shown the same natur-

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West Europe’s economy 
fails to recover— U.N. 


Geneva, nov. 21 (R) - 
Europe has failed to 
recover from its most severe 
arfii. prolonged post-war reces- 
sftwi' and world trade this year 
sdctns likely to grow by only 
fi& to six per cent, the Eco- 
nomic Commission for Euro- 
pe (ECE) reported Tuesday. 

This growth rate is little 
more than in 1977 and wdl 
below the long-term trend, the 
United Nations body said in 
its economic bulletin for Eu- 
rope. 

It said optimism about 
short-term prospects should 
be , viewed against a “back- 
ground of Western Europe'? 
failure during the past two 
years to achieve any real re- 
covery from the most severe 
and. prolonged recession in the 
post-war period/' 

The region's combined trade 
deficit between July 1977 and 
June 1978 was $6 billion, com- 
pared to £27 billion the pre- 
vious 12 months. The relative 


improvement was caused by 
low import demand in Western 
Europe, moderately buoyant 
demand in North America and 
developing countries plus fall- 
ing commodity prices. :he 
ECE added.

Sterling, London shares up 


Special to Arab News 
LONDON, Nov. 21 — The prospect of 
an imminent settlement to the prolonged Ford 
pay dispute in the U.K. gave a boost to both 
the pound and the London stock market. 

Sterling responded well to the news, mak- 
ing ground against both the dollar and Euro- 
pean currencies during the morning. By noon, 
its effective index against a basket of the 
world’s major currencies had been lifted from 
62.2 overnight to 62.5. 

‘The dollar, after initial firmness in the 
Far Eastern markets, ran in to some profit- 
taking, repeating the previous day’s pattern. 
On Monday, the dollar had been strong during 
the morning but the announcement of a £22.6 
billion ‘budget deficit brought out the sellers 
and the dollar lost virtually all the earlier gains. 

Despite expenditure by the world's central 
banks In support operations of up to £10 
billion, according to some current estimates in 
banking circles, so far this month, the U.S. 
currency is dearly stiH vulnerable. 

The London stock market, after a dull and 
listless start to the week, picked up rapidly 
on Tuesday. After closing 4 points lower 
oa Monday at 468.8, the FT index rallied 
more than 6 points bv noon on the following 
day to reach 475.0, despite another cash-raising 


operation by a leading industrial company. 

Meta] Box announced a 37 million pounds 
rights issue as the market opened but accom- 
panied it with profits that were substantially 
above market expectations. This drove ihe 
shares 12p higher to 3l2p. 

GEC, Id, and Racal were other major 
issues at the forefront of the market advance, 
with Racal IQp up at 322p in anticipation 
ot results due at the end of the month.

Had West been dealt only 
the 4-a he would have played 
first the four and then the 
three of diamonds to Identify a 
doubleton. In that case East 
would have ducked the second 
round of diamonds, knowing 
that South had the only 
remaining diamond. 

To diacoss whether one 
plays first the three and then 
the four, or first the four and 
then the three, may seem like 
splitting hairs, but the fact is 
that hairsplitting Is 
sometimes a critical factor in 
the delicate art of good 
defense.

Mrs. Gandhi, on only her 
second day back in parliament 
alter 20 months outside it, was 
found guilty of breach of pri- 
vilege and contempt of parlia- 
ment. . 

'I he Lok Sabha Privileges 
Committee held that Mrs. Gan- 
dhi, her private secretary R-K. 
Dhawan and the head of the 
Central Bureau of information- 
D’Sen had intimidated and 
harassed four government offi- 
cials collecting information on 
the company, Maxuti Ltd-, to 
answer a question tabled in 
parliament.
